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Wisconsin Makes Official Protest! 

We, the State KxecattTe Board of the Social-Democra^ Party of 
Wiieonain, in lending, in the vote of onr .tate niemberahip upon the 
■stioiial referendum, commonly known aa the Creatline referendum, do 
hereby protest against the nneonititutionality, illegality and injustice of 
(his referendum. 

Our reasons for this protest are as follows: 

1st. It is unconstitutional, since it violates Sec. 3 of Artkle XI of 
(he Kational Co.—titution of the Socialist party. Thie section reads: 
■All pivqxwitioas o. other matters submitted for the referendum of the 
■arty shall be presen,. } widbout preamble or comment.” The eo<alled 
foestline referendum contains such a comment, which is a flagrant viola- 
(ioa of this clause of our Kational ConstHution. It is therefore uncon-' 
■titutioii^ and illegal. 

>nd. This referendum is unconstitutional because it provides for 
(be expulaioa of an entire state organiiation for that which ia no offense 
■nder the provisions of the Kational Constitution. This referendum 
providca that “the Social-Democratic ^rty of the State of Wisconsin be 
oebarred from all partieipation in,national affairs of the Socialist party 
until they apply for and accept a charter.” The Kational Consticution 
nowhere requires the state organizations to accept or hold charters. In 
faet, from beginning to end the Kational Constitution never once men¬ 
tions state charters. 

To' debar Wisconsin for not holding a charter is clearly worse than a 
. Tiolation of the Kational Constitution. The referendum is therefore un- 
eoBstitutional and illegal and is not binding upon the Srmalist party. 

Srd. The Crestline referendum is also unconstitutional because it 
violates the principle of state autonomy ss established in.onr Kational 
Constitution. The Crestline referendum provides that the Wisconsin 
eosrades shall be shut out from the'party until “they comply with the 
same conditions as other states.” The Kational Constitution provides 
that “the state and territorial ormiiations shall have the solp-jurisdic¬ 
tion of ^ memheta residing wi&in their respectiye territories, and the 
oootrol of all matters pimtaining to the propagMda, organisation and 
thssowsl affairs within toek state or territory; their activi^ shall be con- 
flnsd to titoir respective ornniiations and the Kational Committee and 
sd>-epnunitteea or offleers thweof shall have no right to interfere in such 
mattsn without the consent of the respet^ve state or territorial organi¬ 
sations.” This leaves to each state the right to adopt its own methods, 
as the local conditions of the movement may require. It would be 
folly to insist that all states and territories east, we^ north and south 
■bomd employ exactly identical rules in all petty details. So long as we 
conform to onr common Kational Conatitutira and onr common Kational 
PUtform, t^ ia all tile uniformity that should be required. Wisconsin 
has always obeyed all the provisions of the Kational Constitution. To 
require conformity to all ^tty rules or regulations which the Kational 
'vEiecutire Cmninittce in its wisdom may see fit to impose upon us, on 
pain of expulsion would be an act of the grossest political ^franny. A 
refersDdum to compel ns to do so is nneonstitutiona] and illegaL

contains a comment, but a commeut which is an actual and shameless 
pffveiaion ot the truth Vunrade Victor L. Berger did nof “ailvncate 
the decticn of a Bept 'Jn candidate for public oIBce.”

We should 'have no objection to a charted if one were 
required by .the Rational Constitution or even if the Constitution yas 
to amended aa to require every state to hold a charter: But we proteat 
afaiast qiecial and qiitefnl l^ialation in the ease of Wisconsin or in 
any ease whatsoever. If eneb action is permitted to go on, contra^ 
to the oonstitution and in diieet oppoeition to it, then no state at any 
time ia aeenie. No state will have a'gnarantee that somehody will not

The Journal and Tribune, of 
Knoxville, Tenn., in commenting 
editorially on Deba’ Labor Day 
speech, saya: ‘Tjttic or nothing has 
been done to counteract the teach¬ 
ings of the Socialists. They are 
having an easy time Mvmring eon- 
verta from among tlioee wlm are 
willing to make up their minds with 
looking at the only side of the ques¬ 
tion presented.”

In^Kew, York stale, in deference to 
public opinion, the authoritiee are 
getting after the multimillionaiR 
tax dozers . *1^ state tax depart¬ 
ment has lifinrnbtified that many 
millipnairea and wealthy resideuta of 
New York City who have bereWore 
ewiaBfd taiati^ fay daimisg a legal 
reaiaence ha the conntiy have b^ 
cautdit this year, and that tilery will 
have to pay the full tax cm fheir par- 
tonal property to the collectors for 
the rural districts. 

Both the state and Kew York City 
tax commissioners notified the rural 
aaNaaors of those who had sworn off 
their taxes in Kew York and should 
be aiswsrtf. As a result the rural 
authorities became active and placed 
on the eaecaement rolls thousands of 
dollars of property which had es¬ 
caped taxation in p^tyeaia. 

The wealthy Kew Yorkers who 
peas their summers at Tuxedo. Lake 
George or thy Adirondaeks and ea¬ 
rn^ tixation byelaiining residence 
now find' that they are “up 
ll^nat it” and have been cleverly 
outwitted by tile Kew York oommia- 
sionem. 

We have many tifuee pointed it 
out that the “eminently respectable 
citizen” with the big bank account 
padded with plunder from thoae who 
toil, that the capitaliat editoni have 
long held up as an angel, is about the 
scaliest old fraqd that tiiia p re se n t 
civilization hu produced. The mask 
of virtue is iut falling from faia Uvid 
countenance and the people are get¬ 
ting a chance to ga» upon his nsd 
ehiuweter. The eminently leepceia- 
blee are only patriotic when they 
smell .plunder ahead. When tivy are 
well unmasked the workers wrill have 
a little better chance to cut some fig- 
nre as makers of public opinion. We 
are moving toward new ideals— 
ideals hared on the bedrock of work¬ 
ing dsss morality—and the downfall 
of the rich man in the pnblic esti¬ 
mation ia a sign that the new ideal 
is actually abreggiing toward the 
stage of aiidion.

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These Wage-Slavery Days!

S 7 K all ages it hzs borti the custom to regard the working clasaas 
as the lower class. ’The brow of latior has always been crowned 
S by ths classes with the brand of inferiority. In the early days 
g of labor me:i served one another as slaves. GrtduaUy the serf 
gave way to the laboring man, with the idea still paramount 
Ihst the laborer is but God’s creation for tbe upper class to profit bv. It 
was the idea of the upjier class that the working class shall be mseic and 
accept the lot which nature has given them that the earth may multiply 
and replenish and the rich men or lords might live in happinesa. 

“It wa* for the slave to live and multiply and build, and pass away 
like the little nilk worm that dies in building its one small kingdom. Ths. 
rich elassee of (he past ages knew nothing of the law of evolution that was 
gradually working its way upward, findinc a higher and better purpose 
for the slave or working man. After a tliousand years of darkness the 
system saw that the upheaval of the serfs ws* at hand and a new era 
dawned. 

"The coming of the new day was the movement of the roanufseturing 
•ge. To-day we have on even- hand tlie unerring sign for another 
change, for another climax is at hand. Ths beginning of Uie climax 
was inaugurated when machine* began to take the place of tools. When 
men worked with mere hand tools, labor had a more usorly ^al division, 
for what a man mode with his own tool* was hi* own, or its equivtriont. 
When George Wasliington retired from piiUic life there were no million¬ 
aires. There was not even such a word in a lexicon of that day. Wash¬ 
ington himself was reputed to tie a 'man of great wealth, and he was 
worth about fiTiOO.OOO. Ho was considered the richest man of hk day. 
The reason lay in the fact that the workman of that day was the maoter 
of hi* own tools and what he made wo* his own to sell or keep. In tho 
•ome time it look a laborer of that day to make a pair of riioes, one thou¬ 
sand pair con he made by a machine to-day, and the workman who mokes 
I them does not even own tlie peg* in one pair of them. He takv it for 
granted that some one e!** i* entitled to appropriate Ok result of hk 
labor. 

“If your great-grandfather were here to-<lay and were faced with 
such a proposition, the blood of the revolutinn boiling in hk veins wtmld 
sMbw itself and there might he a scrap. 1 ask that yon who use tbs 
tools use them not to make oUiers millionaires, but to free youroslw 
from slavery, that want mar not stare in your face and that you may have 
leisure hours while your children may go to school and grow up aa they 
should. 

“There were no tramps in yottr grandfatlu-r’s day. There were no 
millionaires. ’Thav come together, and are necessary to ohe onothar.

Talk of ignorance in high places, why the country is chock full of it. 
We venturu the claim that then- is scarcely a man in public life today, 
whom Uie capitalist pres* teaches the pcojile to reganl as great, who can 
give, off hand, a tnie definition of Socialism. Of course, bv this we do 
not wish to have it understoiHl that very many of them would want to 
give a true definition of it—that is not whst they are in public life for. 

But our wealthiest men are often the most ignorant. 

Th* town of Oroton, Mass., held a quarter-millennial feast the other 
day, and the speaker of most note was W. A. Bancroft of Buetoii. a 
Harvard graiintte, a lawyer, capitalist and president of the Boston Ele¬ 
vated railway, a former mayor, and a major-general in the Civil war. 

Gen. Bancroft chose the subject next his capitalist heart, but mifor- 
tunatoly the.one he knows least about. That made no difference to him, 
nor to the capitalist jiress, however, and the Boston pajvrs drvotoil sev¬ 
eral coliUTUis to what he said. .Some of his sentences are gem* of cnjii- 
taliatic patriotism. He said; 

‘•The (oTernmentsI methoils establishei) by tha fathers ia this roaatry of 
vast resources have insdo possifalo the sccuiaulatiou of great material wealth. 
It is the faohioa in eome quarters to regard the oeenmnlation of wealth as 
on evil. It is not, however, from the aeriimulatlon of wealth that n eommu- 
oily will suffer, but rather from the abuse of the power tbst wealth beetowa 

In otlier words, it it best for the people that the “vasF’ resource* of 
the country should become the poosession. of tlie few, because the few 
can then make the people presents of lihrarini, universitiea, etc. (with 
Uieir own names honor^ thereby, of coiirso), for otherwise if the great 
wealth of this vastly resourceful country went to the people 
themselves they would have no money for libraries and universities, and 
all that kind of thing I They would not know enough, either, to provide 
fer their educational needs—thev have only sense enough to build jails, 
asylums, and penitentiaries I Boverty among the many and wallowing 
sr^th for tho few only becomes bad when tlie sated few neglect to vaunt 
their own naroee in presents to tlie people I 

Wonderful rvasoning—just the kind to fill the empty stomschs of 
the people who labor and are plurksd to the bone by the capitalist svs- 
tem. It is onlv a srealthy community that ran afford to maintain insti¬ 
tutions of study and research, he says, but we soon discover that he 
doeen’t mean this at all, but a community where there is great wraith— 
in the bands of the few! He being one of the “fesr” srs sre not at all sur- 
priard that he holds this view. The surprise only is that eji^ a* the 
many could be found gabbli'-headisl enough to swallow euch stuff in tlieir 
daily press and applaud it.
